IROQUOIS THEATRE BURNED. 


Chicago’s Handsome New Playhouse Scene of 
Terrible Fire and Panic. 

On Wednesday afternoon, Dec. 30, the new 
Iroquois Theatre, on Randolph Street, between 
State and Dearborn, Chicago, was visited by a 
fire and panic in which 582 persons were either 
burned or crushed to death, and 229 were more 
or less seriously injured; 173 more are reported 
missing. 

But one member of the performing company 
which was presenting the spectacular extrava- 
anza, Mr. Bluebeard, was killed. Miss Nellie 

“1, leader of the flying ballet, was picked up 
on the stage, badly burned. She was carried to 
a hospital, where she succumbed Thursday even- 
ing. Dec, 31. Several members of Jerome Sykes’ 
Rillionaires Company were burned in the audi- 
ence. ‘heir presence was due to the death of 
Jerome Sykes, the day before, which cauaed 
them to lose their own performance, 

Several causes are assigned for the origin of 
the fire, none of which are certain. The most 
plausible seems to be that an electric spark set 
fire to some of the gauzy scenery used in the 
production. This in turn caused the explosion 
of the caleinm tanks and gas reservoirs. The 
asbestos curtain refused to descend, and the 
flames, finding a five beneath it, the doors at 
the back of the auditorium having been opened, 
shot out over the heads of those in the orchestra 
chairs, and, reaching clear up to the balconies, 
burned their occupants to death before they 


- could escape. 


Still a greater number were crushed to death 
in the wild, mad rush for safetv. and in the 
forty brief minutes subsequent to the first alarm 
582 lives were blotted out. The house is owned 
by Will J. Davis and Harry I. Powers, of Chi- 
cago: Nixon & Zimmerman, of Philadelphia, and 
Klaw & Erlanger, of New York, and represents, 
including the site and an office building, an in- 
vestment of $1,100,000, the theatre proper hav- 
ing cost $500,000. The Iroquois was one of the 
most completely equipped playhouses in the 
United States. The seating capacity is 1,744 
and the stage is 110 feet deep by 60 feet wide. 
The foyer, 53 feet high and 99 feet in length. 
is a striking feature, being patterned after the 
Opera Comique in Paris and the Congressional 
Library. The staircases were supported by ten 
columns of Pavanazzo marble and over 2,000 
electric lights were used. 

The house was damaged to the extent of $150,- 
000 in actual loss, but the loss of prestige and 
future patronage cannot be estimated. More- 
ever, every manager in Chicago suffered from 
the fire, as on Saturday, Jan. 2, Mayor Harrison 
ordered seventeen theatres closed until inspec- 
tion should be made, asbestos curtains installed 
and all requirements of the law complied with. 
Inspection has also been instituted in other 
cities, looking to the same end. 

The Iroquois holocaust was the most disas 
trons, from a mortality standpoint, in the his- 
tory of theatre fires, though the property loss 
was not great. 

The theetres closed by order of the author'- 
tiles are Academy of Music, 82 Halsted: A\l- 
hambra, 1920 State Street: Avenue, 6327 Hal- 
sted Street; Bijou. Halsted and Jackson: Chi- 
cago Opera House; Columbus Stock Company.

272 Sedgwick Street; Feigen- 
baum’s, 575 Milwaukee Ave.: Little Garrick, 
575 Milwaukee Ave.: Glickman’s, 50 Desplaines 
Street: Howard, Lincoln and Belmont Streets: 
Sam T. Jack’s. 83 Madison Street; London Mu- 
gee, 314 State Street: Marlowe, Stewart and 
Sixty-third Streets: New American, Kinzie and 
Clark Streets: Olympic, 51 Clark Street. Arc 
and calcinm lights are prohibited on every stage 
in the city; the sale of standing room is not 
permitted and policemen are stationed in the 
wings of all the theatres. 

Messages of regret and condolence poured into 
Chicago from all parts of the world. President 
Roosevelt early telegraphed to the mayor of 
Chicago his sympathy with the distressed peo- 
ple. The messages of inquiry from anxious 
relatives swamped the telegraph companies, and 
the city telephone service was inadequate to 
handle the calls. The striking liverymen quick- 
ly made known their willingness to ald in al- 
leviating the general distress. No work was 
done on Jan. 2, as it was a general mourning 
and funeral day. 


A NATIONAL ENGLISH OPERA HOUSE. 


Mr. Chas. Manners has a plan whereby pa- 
trons of the theatre in London will at least be 
able to play at fancying they have a national 
opera house. The movement to erect a national 
institution for grand opera in English in Lon- 
don seems to have been abandoned by the the- 
atrical people, but Mr. Manners presents a 
plan which, if carried out, will at least lead 
to good results even should its chief object be 
not accomplished. This gentleman who has 
taken upon himself this great task is at the 
head of the Moody-Manners Opera Company in 
London. an organization which for several years 
wee has made a specialty of grand opera tn 
inglish, and has endeavored to arouse the sen- 
timent for English opera which, he claims, 
does exist in London. 

Several schemes have been promoted by Mr. 
Manners in the past, but the present one seems 
to have such a meritorious object that it will 
at least attract attention and create discussion. 
From the middle of next May to the middle of 
August this impressario proposes to give a 
series of English operas in the Drury Lane 
Theatre. It might be intimated, in passing, 
that he has seiected Drury Theatre probably on 
acount of the fact that it is the largest as well 
ag the most historic in the British Isles. This 
series of opera will be conducted along the 
general line of management of such enterprises 
in which the box office receipts figure promi- 
nently. But another feature has been added. 
During this period of three months there will 

free lectures and ‘‘conversations’’ on mu- 
sical topics, accompanied with illustrations on 
voice production, elocution, facial expression 
and acting. Moreover, on regular nights Mr. 
Manners hopes to give a hour's chat before the 
curtain rises on the plot. music and composer 
of the onera about to be performed. 

If there is a profit derived from this series 
of operas it will be set aside as a necleng for 
a fund to erect a national English opera. If 
there is as loss, Manners will meet it. A firm 


of chartered accountants will audit the accounts 


and make a public statement announcing the 
result of the enterprise. 

As to the sincerity of Mr. Manners, we know 
he has the welfare of English opera at heart. 
He has demonstrated this upon numbers of pre- 


vious occasions. His undertaking is a novel as 
well as a worthy one. Commercialism is in a 
sense lifted from art, which is left unalloyed 
with financial gain. The lectures and ‘‘conver- 
sations’’ will elevate the general perception of 
grand opera in English. The ‘‘chat’’ will open 
the way for the opera to enlighten the ears of 
those whose eyes formerly feasted on fashion. 
As a scheme it is practical and artistic and 
should receive the sanction and encouragement 
of music lovers. 


SOME TIMELY EXPERIMENTS. 

The Russian commission appointed some time 
ago to investigate tbe protection of theatres 
against fire met Jan. 2 at Petersburg and de- 
cided to undertake a series of expensive ex- 
periments. 

It will build a miniature theatre in which 
small animals will be placed to determine the 
extent of deaths due to fire and to asphyxiation. 

The commission also will study other iw- 
portant matters in connection with the safety 
of theatres. 

The Chicago disaster is causing considerable 
interest in Russia as well as in other European 
countries. It will undoubtedly cause the com- 
mission to go deeper into details than it would 
have otherwise one. 

Foreign Minister Lamsdorff, Minister of In- 
terior VPlehve, M. Saenger and numerous rep- 
resentatives of high society have called on 
United States Ambassador McCormick to ex- 
press condolences. 


LAWYERS MAKE MERRY AND WAX FAT 
IN GENEVA, N. Y. 


Geneva, N. Y.—[Special to ‘‘The Billboard.’’] 
—The Rhe Lorraine Stock Company and Miss 
Gracie De Wolf are engaged in a lively legal 
tilt, the primal cause of which has not been 
stated. Miss Gracie De Wolf was engaged to 
open in Geneva Christmas week. On Monday 
she announced her intention not to play and 10 
return to New York, both of which intentions 
she proceeded to carry out. Thereupon Miss 
Lorraine had a warrant issued for Miss De 
Wolf's arrest, alleging petty larceny for hav- 
ing the money advanced for a performance she 
never gave. Miss De Wolf was apprehended at 
Syracuse, and on trial Dec. 26 she was ac- 
quitted. That evening the performance at the 
Smith Opera House was interrupted for half an 
hour by the sheriff of Canandaigua County filing 
attachments in a damage suit instituted by 
Miss De Wolf for $2,500. Manager Sherman, 
of the Newark (N. J.) Shea house, went on 
the bond of Miss Lorraine, and the trial is to 
come off at the February term of the Supreme 
Court.

She had at first refused to include 
the Crescent City in her farewell tour, and 
Mr. Grau wis much pleased over her change 
of mind.

Mr. Galloway will conduct the dedica- 
tory recital when the exposition opens, The 
organ will be the largest instrument of its kind 
in the world. It will be installed in festival 
hall on Art Hill. 

Xavier Reiter has been secured to play the 
horn at the concert to be given at the New 
Lyceum Theatre, Brooklyn, N. Y., Jan. 12. 
Sam Franko will produce a concerto by Bach 
for violin, three oboes, two horns and basso 
with string orchestra.

While Victor Herbert is to leave his position 
ag conduc.or of the Pittsburg Orchestra at the 
end of this season, March 19, 1904, he by no 
meats intends to give wp conducting an orches- 
tra, On the contrary, his present plans include 
net only his usual spring and summer tours, 
but the maintenance of a permanent organiza- 
tion in New York.

Milir Hardy, Miss Edith Chap- 
man, Mrs. Cochran and Miss Margaret Hall, 
Ellison Van Hoose and Herr Emil Fischer. 

It has not been many moons since the quaint 
humor of the coon song called I've Got to Go 
Now ‘Cause I Thing It’s Going to Rain, caught 
the fancy of singers and auditors by its clever 
insight into the feelings of a proverbial quitter. 
And now the same composer, Nat Osborne, has 
written, with another lyrist, a companion piece 
to the above, with the striking title Here's 
Your Hat; What’s Your Hurry? M. Witmark 
& Sons, the publishers, are delighted with the 
enormous orders which they are receiving daily 
for thig song, some thousands of copies of 
which were sent out from their office to pro- 
fessionals last week. 

In Peggy from Paris there was an odd little 
havuting refrain used throughout the play to 
herald the approach of the comic French Aca- 
demicians, which was so insistent in its recur- 
rence, and so catchy in melody that the com- 
poser, William Lorraine, yielded to enormous 
requests, and has developed it into a caprice 
humoresque which he calls The Franco-American 
Dance. In its unique melody is interwoven 
The Marseillaise; but this famous French patri- 
otic song does not by any meang overshadow 
the melody of the newer composition. Mr 
Lorraine, who is best known, outside of his 
production work, as the composer of Salome. 
Zamena, and other oriental intermezzi, has 
struck a new line of work in the dainty, elusive 
Frenchiness of this dance, and it 1s to be hoped 
that he will give us many more of similar 
style, as there can never be too much of a 
good thing musically. 

Jerome P. Sykes, one of the best known of 
the younger generation of light opera come- 
dians, died of pneumonia at the Stratford Ho- 
tel, in Chicago, Ill, Dec. 29. He had been ill 
since Christmas eve. Jerome Sykes’ rise in the 
theatrical world was rapid. He was born !n 
Washington 37 years ago. He made his debut 
March 9, 1884, and when he reached his major- 
ity he was a member of the Wilbur Opera Com- 
pany. He started in the chorus. He possessed 
a bass voice of much volume and sweetness and 
he was soon singing minor roles. He remained 
with the company until five years ago, when 
he entered the employ of Klaw and Erlanger. 
His first venture as a star was made under 
their direction in 1900. Chris and the Wonder- 
ful Lamp was the vehicle. Mr. Sykes was a 
success from the start. He sang the principal 
role in Foxy Quiller for two years and then 
brought out The Billionaire. Mr. Sykes was a 
Thirty-second Degree Mason and a member of 
the Mystic Shrine. The performances of The 
Billionaire will be continued, with Frank Todd 
in Mr. Sykes’ role. — 

The New Orleans Picayune says recently: 
“It ig a remarkable fact that in a city which 
manages to support an opera troupe every win- 
ter concerts and song recitals are most unpopn- 
lar. This seems to be well established, and no 
great artists included New Orleans in their 
route. Melba has just triumphantly toured the 
North and East. Schumann-Heink, who has 
just been singing in Paris with the Colonne 
Orchestra, is coming to give song recitals in 
America, but the Crescent City will be left 
out. New Orleans people have a habit of 
sneering at the North and West, and thinking 
themselves on an artistically higher plan than 
these two localities, but they give no support 
to any musical organization outside their own 
fossilized French Opera. Records are there to 
bear out these statements. Some years ago 
Lilllan Nordica, then in her prime, gave a song 
recital at the Athenaeum, and sang for empty 
benches. Strauss came here with his orchestra. 
and gave a series of delightful concerts, but 
the public stayed away. With such examples 
as these it is not to be wondered that New 
Orleans is blacklisted by all the great artists. 
who prefer visiting Duluth. Kansas City, Utica 
Denver, Syracuse or Cleveland, where they are 
appreciated and applauded. The people of these 
sities are anxious to learn and go to hear the 
best in music, but in New Orleans they know 
it aJl and stay away.

The past year in the vaudeville world has 
been productive of many things and many 
ways, all operating for the good of the bnsi- 
ness to a large extent, and it may be safely 
asserted that the prevailing conditions at the 
present time indicate a season to come that 
will far eclipse anything heretofore known in 
the world of variety, says the Morning Tele- 
graph. Vaudeville, as it is now known, has 
been lifted to a far higher plane than was 
dreamed of fifteen years ago, or, for that mot- 
ter, even ten years ago. It is today a little 
amusement world of its own, and is daily grow- 
ing larger and stronger and better in every 
way. The day of the rough act has passed. 
The day of the vulgarity and commonness has 
gone with it. The men and women who make 
their living in the vaudeville fleld today are 
of a higher intellectual order and the ‘‘thrown- 
together’ act of some years ago is conspiclons 
by its absence. This change is due mainly to 
the managers, and partially to the performers 
themselves. In the early days of the business, 
there was a lack of system, a lack of organi- 
zation, a semblance of hand-to-mouth method 
of securing time, and a general feeling of un- 
certainty about results that was exceedingly 


harmful to the business as a business. It was 
but a case of a business conducted on anything 
but business principles. With organization 
came instead of the grinding down methods 
that were feared by performers, a general in- 
crease all round, Better conditions prevail 
throughout the country. It is not so very long 
ago that the vaudeville houses in the East con- 
sisted of seven all told. Today there are over 
twenty. Nearly ten thousand acts find con- 
stant employment in the vaudeville business. 
Gradually, but surely, the actors and actresses 
from the legitimate ventured into the variety 
field and found themselves at home. Their 
incursion was of value, inasmuch that it raised 
the general tone of the business, it stirred up 
the men and women who had been plodding 
along in one rut to higher efforts: it showed 
these people that where a good act was evolved 
or where an old act was improved, increase of 
salary followed quickly in its wake. Soon the 
note of improvement became general, and the 
business as a business improved. During the 
year it is believed the vaudeville business has 
increased over 25 per cent. All those in the 
business of supplying vaudevilie to the public. 
whether actor or manager, have at last arrived 
at the conclusion that this increase and general 
era of prosperity is due entirely to the system 
atie effort to inject business principles into a 
business that was woefully weak in that re- 
spect. For a time it was believed the trust 
idea was indicated, but this has been gradually 
worn away, for the performers have observed 
the ease and celerity with which they can book 
themselves over a large territory at a salary 
that is considerably better than they were in 
the habit of getting. They have observed— 
much against their will—that the new order of 
things is infinitely better than the old.

The officials of the city of Chicago seem to 
have lost their heads as a result of the Iro- 
quois Theatre fire. They have been thrown into 
a state of mental panic that is wholly unworthy 
of the confidence reposed in them by the pevo- 
ple in electing them to office. There is surely 
nothing to warrant their manifestation of solici- 
tude—it might more aptly be termed fright. 
On the other band, the ordinance closing seven 
teen of the Chicago playhouses is a virtual ac- 
knowledgment of culpability, on the part of the 
eliy, for the fire and subsequent panic at the 
Iroquoig last week.

Under existing conditions in Chicago, a strict 
observance of the provisions of the builders 
ordinance is uttefly impossible. Furthermore. 
an edict rendering this Imperative would in- 
volve practically a suspension of the amuse- 
ment business in that city. For instance, threc 
of the theatres placed under the ban by th: 
mavor’s order attemped to keep open the evev- 
ing of Jan. 2. But they were closed by special 
deputies assigned to the particular duty. Tbe 
Illinois sold tickets up to eight o'clock, but 
stopped when notified that the performanc- 
would not be allowed to proceed. The Clark 
Street Museum sold tickets and the perform 
ance continued until nine o’clock, when it was 
stopped by the authorities. The Bush Tempk 
aleo kept open until an ‘inspector closed it.

Later in the evening a meeting of all the 
managers was held at the Garrick, at whicl 
the advisability of applying for an i»iunction 
restraint against the city officials was discussed. 
Unless injunction measures are resorted to it 
is more than probable that the officials will 
not relax, and that the theatres must remaiu 
elosed until an early revision of the building 
ordinances ig effected,

The Iroquois catastrophe wag assuredly an 
unhappy and a regrettable one. But no sen- 
sible or considerate person would censure the 
management of the house or of the company. 
When panic seizes an audience there is nothing 
to prevent fatal and serious results. Unin- 
flamable scenery is a very effective safeguard 
against the fire itself. Compliance with the 
provisions of the builders’ ordinance should fur- 
the ore be made imperative; but as the Cbi- 
cago theatres have passed Inspection by the 
city minions and have so long been permitted 
to operate, it is an injustice to the managers 
ae business men and as tax and license payers 
to summarily cut off their source of revenue 
merely to gratify a suddenly conceived sense of 
obligation and fealty to the public.

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COAL MINE EXHIBITION. 


A concession for showing at the World's Fair 
the {nterlor workings of a typical anthracite 
coal mine was granted recently by the Con 
cessions Department to the Anthracite Mine 
Exbibit Company of Pennsylvania. A site was 
awarded to the cempany in the Gulch, or area 
of outside, mining exhibits. 

The company will erect a substantial bulld- 
ing in the style of a coal breaker. It will he 
s0x200 feet and 55 feet high. The Interior’ 
will be broken into apartments, in each of 
which will be shown some special feature of a 
mine. There will be a miner at work with au 
electric drill, an underground stable with mules 
and cars, an explosion scene and rescue work. 

Each apartment will open on a corridor, and 
visitors will be taken through In regular mining 
cars. drawn by mules. The corridors wind 
around, and !f straightened into a line would 
reach 1,200 feet. In each apartment will be 
one or more live subjects, while the balance 
will be manufactured from papler mache. 

Besides the spectacular features there will 
be exhibits of Pennsylvania coal. mining ma- 
ehinery and photographic and painted views. 
The officers of the company are: FE. B. Harden- 
burgb, Auditor General of Pennsylvania, prest- 
dent: James E. Roderick, chief of the Penn- 
sylvenia State Bureau of Mines, and J. 8.

Numerous new ideas in the carnival line can 
be gained from the St. Lonis Exposition by 
wide-awake managerg and brought to the door 
of those who cannot attend the commemoration 
of the Loulsiana Purchase. 

The fact that the year 1904 will be one of a 
political nature is the only item, In my estima- 
tlon. that can In any way be detrimental to the 
carnival business, but If the managers and pro- 
moters will be cautious about arranging thelr 
schedule and take steps to avold the Lot-beds of 
politieal strife vo injury can result. 

It is a well-known axiom that in order to be 
successful In street fair life all shows must be 
clean, moral and elevating. All people connect- 
ed with them must be ladies and gentlemen aad 
always remember that they are catering to the 
people whose city they occupy. 

In promoting street fairs honesty should exist 
between managers and agents, and all commit- 
tees should be enlightened on every subject per- 
taining to the business and induced to see the 
shows In operation before contracting. All par- 
ties interested shonld aud must pull together in 
order to be successful.

CARNIVAL PRESS WORK. 


Carnival managers are often heard to com- 
plain of thelr treatment by the press in many 
towns. They will find fault with the brevity 
and iInfrequency of the “‘notices’’ they get, and 
sometimes file complaint with the business office 


where they have been promised liberal treat- 
ment In the local colamns upon executing a 
contract for liberal advertising space. The 


carnival has been exploited In advance by some 
advance dope copied from other papers, or the 
promoter endeavors to stuff the hapless reporter 
with a lot of rot as to the stupendous propor- 
tions and impossible magnitnde of bis aggrega- 
tion. The immensity of the free acts. ‘‘the like 
of which was never witnessed before." and a 
line of midway shows, ‘‘each and all of which 
are presented in sumptuonsly adorned interiors, 
beuind superbly carved and gorgeously cecorated 
exteriors."’ and then proceed to lie brazenly 
abont the shows in detail: the ‘‘immense spe- 


elal train, and the countless thoneands of elec- 
trie Hghts. &c."" They will expect the poor 
scribe to grind out several columns of eopy 


daily from such data. 

How preposterous and impossible ft is to ex- 
pect a newspaperman, who has never seen the 
show, to supply readable copy from such palpa- 
ble exaggeration. Even should a reporter be 
silly enough to write euch cor~ it would never 
pass **- city editor’s waste basket. who wants 
sacts, news and stories. He is rightfully re- 
Inctant about running and reiterating day after 
day a lot of atupid landations of a bunch of 
ehear shows and tawdry fronts. 

To get plenty of good publicity fn the dafly 
press from town to town, managers should ein- 
ploy promoters who have had some press experi- 
ence. Who can write readable stories and are 
versatile epongh to localize their copy: who can 
run newsy paragraphs and squibs about the spe- 
celal features, parades, special days. queen, 
prominent visitors, ete.. and who always rfre- 
member to praise the local committee. press and 
public for its ‘“‘hearty and helpful co-operation."’ 
He wont be eternally harping on the pay shows 
and free attractions: and his matter will he 
read and create the desired public interest In 
the carnival ag a whole. Cut ont the ‘‘gush”’ 
and give the press the right kind of dope and 
you will have no cause to complain of lack of 
newspaper publicity. 

Many good press agents band In too much 
copy on the start and exhanst their amunition 
too soon. It is far better to start paragraphing 
and gradually inerease the number of words, 
then columns until inst before opening the 
papers will rnn (on Sundays) a whole page with 
pictnres, programs, details of epecial features, 
days. ete. In Seattle last sammer where I pro- 
moted the ble labor carnival for the Southern 
Carnival Company, and where the matin gute 
admissions for two weeks were nearly 200.000, 
the newspapers, my scrap book will show, have 
page and half-page specials there on the two 
Sundays preceeding the carnival. Save your 
best amunition for the final days ts my motto.

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COAL MINE EXHIBITION. 


A concession for showing at the World's Fair 
the {nterior workings of a typical anthracite 
coal mine was granted recently by the Con 
cessions Department to the Anthracite Mine 
Exhibit Company of Pennsylvania. A site was 
awarded to the company in the Gulch, or area 
of outside mining exhibits. 

The company will erect a substantial bufld- 
ing in the style of a coal breaker. It will 
s0x200 feet and 55 feet high. The Intertor' 
will be broken into apartments, in each of 
which will be shown some special feature of a 
mine. There will be a miner at work with an 
electric drill, an underground stable with mules 
and cars, an explosion scene and rescue work. 

Each apartment will open on a corridor, and 
visitors will be taken through in regular mining 
cars. drawn by mules. The corridors wind 
around, and if straightened into a line wouid 
reach 1,200 feet. In each apartment will be 
one or more live subjects, while the balance 
will be manufactured from papler mache, 

Besides the spectacular features there will 
be exhibits of Pennsylvania coal. mining ma- 
echinery and photographic and painted views.

political strife vo Injury can result. 

It Is a well-known axiom that in order to be 
successful fn street fair life all shows must be 
clean, moral and elevating. All people connect- 
ed with them must be ladies and gentlemen and 
ulways remember that they are catering to the 
people whose city they occupy. 

In promoting street fairs honesty should exist 
between managers and agents, and all commit- 
tees should be enlightened on every subject per- 
taining to the business and induced to see the 
shows In operation before contracting. All par- 
ties interested should aud must pull together In 
order to be successful. 

In conclusion I would say that ff all routes 
are arranged properly, all business fairly con- 
ducted, all shows kept moral and all committees 
honestly dealt with, nothing can mar or detract 
from the success of the season of 1904, which 
must be the most successful year in the history 
of carnivals.

CARNIVAL PRESS WORK. 

Carnival managers are often heard to com- 
plain of thelr treatment by the press in many 
towus. They will find fault with the brevity 
and infrequency of the “‘notices’’ they get, and 
sometimes file complaint with the business office 


where they have been promised liberal treat- 
ment fn the local columns upon executing a 
contract for liberal advertising space. The 


carnival has been exploited in advance by some 
advance dope copled from other papers, or the 
promoter endeavors to stuff the hapless reporter 
with a lot of rot as to the stupendous propor- 
tions and impossible magnitnde of his aggrega- 
tion. The immensity of the free acts. ‘‘the like 
of which was never witnessed before."" and a 
line of midway shows, ‘‘each and all of which 
are presented in sumptuonsly adorned interiors, 
beuind superbly carved and gorgeously cecorated 
exteriors."" and then proceed to He brazenly 
about the shows in detail: the ‘“‘immense gspe- 
elal train, and the countless thonsands of elec- 
tric Hghts. &c."" They will expect the poor 
scribe to grind out several columns of eopy 
daily from sucb data. 

How preposterous and impossible ft is to ex- 
pect a newspaperman. who has never seen the 
show, to supply readable copy from such palpa- 
ble exaggeration. Even should a reporter be 
silly enough to write euch cor~ it would never 
pass *"- eity editor's waste basket. who wants 
sacts, newr and stories. He 1!s rightfully re- 
Iuctant about running and reiterating day after 
day a lot of atupid landations of a bunch of 
eheap shows and tawdry fronts. 

To get plenty of good publicity fn the dafly 
press from town to town, managers should eim- 
ploy promoters who have had some press experi- 
ence. Who can write readable stories and are 
versatile enough to localize their copy: who can 
run newsy paragraphs and squibs about the spe- 
ejal features, parades, special days, queen, 
prominent visitors, ete.. and who always re- 
member to praise the local committee, press and 
public for its ‘“‘hearty and helpful co-operation.”’ 
He wont be eternally harping on the pay shows 
and free attractions; and his matter will he 
read and create the desired public interest In 
the carnival ag a whole. Cut ont the ‘gush’ 
and give the press the right kind of dope and 
you will have no cause to complain of lack of 
newspaper publicity. 

Many good press agents hand in too much 
copy on the start and exhanst their amunitiou 
too soon. It is far better to start paragraphing 
and gradually increase the number of words, 
then columns until inst before opening the 
papers will ron (on Sundays) a whole page with 
pictures, programs, details of epecinl features, 
days. ete. In Seattle last summer where I pro- 
moted the blige labor carnival fer the Southern 
Carnival Company, and where the main guste 
admissions for two weeks were nearly 200.000, 
the newspapers, my scrap book will show, have 
page and half-page specials there on the two 
Sundays preceeding the carnival. Save your 
best amunition for the final days ts my motto.
